The new legislation to preserve 
this country’s neutrality works like 
this: 

The President or Congress can find 
that a state of war exists. After this 
finding, the President determines 
whether operation of the act will 
preserve the peace and security of 
the United States. If he finds it 
will, the following provisions will go 
into effect: 


ARMS SALES—Repeals the pres- 
ent embargo and permits arms sales 
to belligerents for cash. Fordbids 
American ships to carry arms to any 
belligerent port in any part of the 
world.

Capitalist Springs “Drying” Up 


As we see it, the springs of fur- 
ther development of the internal 
forces of modern capitalist society 
are more or less exhausted and 
are drying up altogether. That is 
the fundamental reason for the 
new foreign adventures of the im- 
perialist powers. That is the real 
cause of modern wars, the num- 
ber and dimensions of which are 
growing under our eyes. 

In the well-known history of 


Soviet Union, published last year, 
and in [Joseph] Stalin’s report at 
the eighteenth party congress a 
vivid picture was given of the 
second imperialist war, which in 
recent years has spread to a num- 
ber of countries of Europe and 
Asia.

In recent months a big war has 
broken out in the West too. In 
this war are engaged on the one 
hand Great Britain and France, 
who are more and more deeply in- 
volving in war not only their own 


populations but the populations of 


their dominions and colonies as 
well, and on the other hand Ger- 
many, the second largest State in 
Europe, That means that, if we 
reckon that the British, and 
French colonies ate invol¥ed in 
war in one degree or another, 
some 750,000,000 people have been 
dragged into the war in the West. 

The result is that in the West 
and East, even if we do not count 
colonies, about 700,000,000 people 
have already been dragged into 
war; and if we count colonies, the 
figure rises to over 1,300,000,000. 
Thus half the population of the 
earth, amounting to 2,120,000,000 
people, have already in one degree 
or another been dragged into war 
in Europe and Asia. That is the 
principal ‘‘achievement,’’ if we 
may call it so, that the capitalist 
world has to show on this day. . 

In spite of this, we cannot say 
that the spread of war has ended. 
Quite the contrary. True, it has 
met with a slight check. Certain 
plans for extending war, by in- 
volving the Soviet Union for ex- 
ample, have gone awry. We 
Soviet people have once again 
shown that we do not dance to 
others’ music. But as regards 
the capitalist world, the: bellige- 
rent powers are making the most 
strenuous efforts to gain new 
allies and to range neutral coun-: 
tries on their side. 


Sees Pressure on Neutrals 


We must not close our eyes to 


the fact that efforts to drag neu- 
trals into the orbit of war are 
being pursued very energetically 
and have already yielded certain 
results. This is preparing the 
way for enlargement of the arena 
of war. We know, for example, 
what serious problems were cre- 
ated by the pact of mutual as- 
sistance concluded by Britain and 
France with Turkey. . 

A struggle to drag sqme of the © 
Balkan countries and _ certain 
Scandinavian countries as well as 
other States into the orbit of war 
is developing. If the European 
war is destined to be a protracted 
one—and the British and French 
ruling circles are doing, in fact, 
their utmost to protract and ex- 
tend it with the purpose of utiliz- 
ing it to consolidate their world

The Falangists, Spain’s dominant 
political party, exhumed the body of 
their executed founder, Jose Antonio 
Prima. today for the 
start of a ten-day, 284-mile funeral 
march. 

Relays of Falangists, wearing the 
party’s red beret and blue shirt, will 
start to shoulder the coffin from the 
Mediterranean coast to the famous 
El Escorial monastery, in the Gua- 
darrama Mountains, near Madrid, 
tomorrow, on the third anniversary 
of Primo de Rivera’s execution by 
a loyalist firing squad. 

There Primo de Rivera will be re- 
buried beneath the central lamp 
altar in the monastery’s church. 
Close by are the tombs of all of 
Spain’s monarchs since Charles V. 

Tonight the hillsides around Ali- 
‘cante glowed with huge bonfires 
signaling the funeral pageantry. By 
‘the time the march starts 150,000 
Falangists are expected here. 

Hours of errival and departure of 
the cortege will be chiseled in mono- 
liths of black marble to be set at 
six-mile intervals along the route.

official news agency, follows: NOV v 7 1939 

Mr. Minister: 

According to a report of the General Staff of the Red Army, 
Nov. 26, at 3:45 P. M., artillery fire suddenly opened from Finnish 
territory against Soviet troops stationed near the Village of 
MainilA Karelian Isthmus, near the Finnish border. 

Altogether seven cannon shots were fired, as a result of which 
three rank and file and one junior commander,were killed, seven 
rank and file and two commanders were wounded. Soviet troops, 
having strict orders not to yield at any provocation, refrained from 
returning the fire. 

Informing you of this, the Soviet Government deems it neces- 
sary to emphasize that during the recent negotiations with Tanner 
[V..A. Tanner, Finnish Finance Minister] and Paasikivi [Dr. Juho 
K, Paasikivi, head of the Finnish delegation to Moscow] it already 
has been pointed out that danger was created by the concentration 


of large numbers of regular Finnish troops on the very border near 
Leningrad.

ingrad not only creates a menace to Leningrad but. is, in fact, a 
hostile act against the U.S.S.R. which already has led to an attack 
on Soviet troops and caused victims. 


The Soviet Government is not inclined to magnify this abom- 
inable act of attack on the part of Finnish troops, probably badly 
managed by the Finnish command. But it would like that such 
abominable acts should not take place in the future. Therefore, the 
Soviet Government, resolutely protesting against everything that 
happened, proposes that the Government of Finland withdraw its 
troops without delay twenty to twenty-five kilometers farther 
from the border of the Karelian Isthmus, thus preventing the 
possibility of a repeated provocation.
